He went to his 
room immediately and apparently r« - 
mained there till they went to the 
station. 
L ita did not pose for any view-. 
Such pictures as w ere needed of the 
coast and beach line were taken. All 
in all the people of G uaym as did not 
have much of an opportune,', to view 
the im p ortan t strangers. Ju st now and 
then in separated lot* would they 
catch a view of them. 
At seven-thirty they left fo r the 
border, glad to go as Lita stated to 
the w riter. 
G uaym as feels th a t it is again back 
on the map, and th a t it w ill soon be­ 
come popular as a m arriage center.
